Distrust That Marked Opening Session Being 


Dissipated—‘We Are Finding Common 
Ground,” Says British Admiralty Lord.

GENEVA, June 25.—The suspi- 
cion and distrust prevalent during 
the opening days of the naval arms 
conference were entirely unjusti- 
fied, it is becoming apparent. The 
leading delegates of the three Pow- 
ers concerned gave out distinctly 
optimistic official utterances after 
conferences yesterday. 

W. C. Bridgman, First Lord of 
the British Admiralty; Hugh §&§. 
Gibson, chief American representae 
tive, and Admiral Viscount Saito, 
head of the Japanese delegation, 
all assured correspondents that the 
most yratifying advances have been 
recorded. 

Seyeral recessions by all parties 
from their original positions were 
announced. One example was the 


-Coprricht. 1027, by the Press 8 a eer 


Executive Committee's instructions 


to the naval advisers to study tech- 
nical questions for limiting cruis- 
ers, destroyers and submarines. 
Capital ships were carefully ex- 
empted, although the British on 
opening day had urged considera- 
tion of further limiting their size. 

“We cannot go home without 
having had two points—extension 
of the life of the capital ships and 
limitation of the tonnage of auxili- 
aries—discussed,”’ Bridgeman had 
declared earlier.

Myles P. McDonnell of the Mc- 
Donnell Plumbing and Heating Co., 
4467 Olive street, who is to be 
one of the principal witnesses In 
the State’s antitrust suit against 
the St. Louis Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers, is being guarded by 
police, following information that 
four men last Tnursday were over- 
heard discussing an offer of $250 
for McDonnell’s murder. One of 
these men, a carpenter, is being 
held incommunicado. 

Detective-Sergeant Wren in- 
formed McDonnell he had been 
told the four alleged plotters were 
standing at Grand boulevard and 
Easton avenue when they were 
overheard discussing a plot to get 
McDonnell! out of the way. Two 
of the men are reported by Wren 
to have offered the other two $250 
to kill McDonnell whereupon one 
of those to whotn the offer was 
made objected it was not enough 
money. 

Acting on this information a 
police guard was placed at Mc- 
Donnell's shop and an officer was 
detailed to guard him. 

A hearing in the antitrust suit 
in which McDonnell is to be a wit- 
ness will be held in St. Louis Mon- 
day. McDonnell has made a 
lengthy statement to representa- 
tives of Attorney-General Gentry 
that the Association of Master 
Plumbers, of which he formally 
had been a member, had fixed 
prices of plumbing for contractors 
by a system of equalizing bids, 
and that he was dropped from 
membership in the association for 
refusing to contribute $3800 to a 
“kitty” for division among unsuc- 
cessful bidders on a contract 
awarded to him. 

McDonnell had not heard of the 
alleged threats against his life un- 
til told by  Detective-Sergeant 
Wren of the four men in conver- 
sation at Grand and Easton, and 
said he knows of no other reason 
why anyone should plot . against 
his life.

Of course, there is no as- 
surance that the approach will be used by any rail- 
road. But according to his view of the authorization 
sof the building of the south approach, it is a mandate 
of the people, and good business. He should also 
build the approaches needed by all other railroads 
and thus cifich the reputation of St. Louis as an ap- 
proach builder. 

Since, however, none of these things are demanded 
by the Busch interests and the*South St. Louls polit- 
ical influence, he will probably stop with the build- 
ing of the south approach, which -is the objective of 
these interests, in order to block the use of the bridge 
by the railroads in the Terminal. os 
One thing is certain. There cannot be any great 
improvement in terminal facilities and service unless 
equitable arrangements are made with the railroads 
that serve the business of St. Louis to expand their 
bridge and terminal facilities. The growth of St. 
Louis industry and commerce depends upon that.

Out a penny, but they needlessly killed four men. 

On the eve of their departuresfor the penitentiary 
to serve life terms, we get an inkling of the cause 
of their failure. According to Brother Hugh, Broth- 
er Ray had been “reading Darwin, Huxley, Schopen- 
hauer and all that stuff.”

THE WHITNEY PARDON. 
From the New York World. 
OV. C.C, YOUNG of California, pardon- 


ing Anita Whitney for her violation of 


the California Criminal Syndicalism Act, 
c'cses one phase of a famous case. It would 
have been an ugly stain on California's his- 
tory if this public-spirited social worker 
had been sent to San Quentin for the 
“crime” of belonging to the Communist La- 
bor Party and raising defense funds for I. 
W. W. members. Because she "° inter- 
csted in the unskilled worker she Was made 
the victim of hysterical post-war legisla- 
tion. The Federal Supreme Court 6n May 
16 upheld the constitutionality of the Cali- 
fornia act; Gov, Young, in effect, now re- 
fuses to uphold Miss Whitney's conviction 
under it. 

But the rea] case is much larger than 
Miss Whitney. She was simply the most 
conspicuous of scores of persons sentenced 
under the Criminal Syndicalism Act. In 
1925 there were seventy-two alleged mem- 
bers of the I. W. W. serving time in Cali- 
iornia prisons. The law declared that any 
rerson who helps to organize “or knowing- 
ly becomes a member of any organization, 
society, group or assemblage of persons or- 
ganized or assembled to advocate, teach or 
aid and abet criminal syndicalism” {is pun- 
ishable by a prison térm of one to fourteen 
years. 

As this act was interpreted by the Staite 
courts, people who joined or assisted the 
I. W. W. with the most innocent intentions 
might be railroaded to jail. Impartial stu- 
dents of the California cases declare that 
riany were so railroaded. In other States 
at the same period similar or worse taws 
were passed. They may be constitutional 
but they are unwise and inexpedient. Miss 
Whitney’s case isga reminder that 
ought to be wiped from the statute books.

PLACED ON EXHIBITION 


May Be Viewed for 10 Days in 
East Wing of Jefferson 
Memorial.

More than 1000 medals,, 
and presents presented to 
Lindbergh in recognition of his 
New York to Paris flight were 
piaced on exhibition in the east 
Wing of Jefferson Memorial at 10 
a.m.today. The exhibition will be 
open to the public for 10 days 
from 10 a. m. to 5 p. m. 

The exhibit includes- probably 
the most varied collection of ar- 
ticles ever received by a single 
person. Individual items range in 
importance from plush cats and or- 
namental cushions to diamond en- 
crusted jewelry and decorations 
signifying the highest honors that 
nations can bestow. 

Fills 13 Large Cases. 

The collection fills 13 large cases, 
taking up about half the space in 
the museum section of the east 
wing.-The various medals and dec- 
orations conferred on the flyer 
and the more valuable articles he 
received occupy three upright cases 
in the center of the room. The 
remainder of the exhibit, including 
newspaper photographs of Col. 
Lindbergh at the various receptions 
accorded him, occupies 10 flat- 
topped cases. An additional case 
ig devoted to photographs of Col. 
Lindbergh’s backers and newspa- 
per clippings of his exploit. 

Included in the scrolls is that 
presented by the “Ligue des Avia- 
teurs,” bearing the signatures of fa- 
mous French aviators. Prominent 
among the signatures is that of 
Georges Carpentier, French pugi- 
list, who served in the French air 
service during the World War. The 
scroll presented by the Sity of 
New York to “America’s Air Am- 
bassador” is most striking.

WISCASSET, Me., June 25.— 
Optimism ran high among mem- 
bers of the Rawson-MacMillan- 
Field Museum expedition to the 
Arctic today as préparations were 
made to wejgh anchors of the lit- 
tle fleet that is to carry 12 scient- 
ists On a 15-months’ trip to the in- 
teriors of Labrador and Greenland. 

Lieutenant-Commander Donald 
B. MacMillan, who is making his 
eleventh voyage into the frozen 
North, declared his belief that the 
complete series of meteorlogical 
investigations the expedition is to 
undertake would prove of the 
greatest value to aviation, partic- 
ularly transatlantic flying. 

He also expressed the belief that 
the study of Punic ruins to be un- 
dertaken under direction of Dr. 
Duncan Strong of Chicago, anthro- 
pologist for the , Field Museum, 
might solve the secret of the 
strange race reputed to have set- 
tled among the Eskimos hundreds 
of years ago.

He 
urged that he be given contro] over 
a fund to be used for educational 
.and experimental work. 

Discussing conditions in China 
where he stopped for a brief pa 
en route to the United States, Gen. 
Wood expressed the hope that a 
central government would be re- 
established there soon. He had 
little sympathy for the plea cf 
China for equal treaties, declaring 
“until a nation’s laws are accept- 
able to other civilized countries. 
and until ite responsibilities are 
equal to other countries, it cannot 
expect equal treaties.”’ 


Silent On Naval Parley. 

Proposals made by Great Brit- 
ain, Japan and the United States 
at the opening of the Geneva naval 
conference disclose, in the opinion 
of President Coolidge, that the 
three nations entered the meetinz 
with a sincere dosire further .0o 
limit naval war craft. 

It was said at the summer White 
House that the President ts watch- 
ing the conference with keen inter- 
est and that he considers it com- 
menced under auspicicus circum- 
stances. 

While the conference {ts in prog- 
ress, however, the Presigent de- 
sires to maintain silence as to de-

The visit here of Representative 
Tilson of Connectisut, Republican 
House leader, has left the situa- 
tion regarding a special session of 
Congress unchanged. Until there 
is a formal indication from the 
White House that a special sessian 
is under consideration, Mr. Cool- 
idge was represented ag believing 
it safe to say that none would be 
called. 

Mr. Coolidge adheres to the re- 
cent White House statement in 
Washington that he has made no 
commitment. Other than the gen- 
eral recommendations for a judi- 
cious tax reduction which he made 
in his budget address, the Presi- 
dent intends to leave this legisla- 
tion to the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Effect of Ocean Flight. 

Mr. Coolidge looks upon nonstop 
flights across the Atlantic as hav- 
ing greatly stimulated public inter- 
est in aviation and while he does 
not profess to be expert enough to 
express final Judgment, he sees in 
the fMghts an indication of increas- 
ing use of the air in the future. 

The flights have demonstrated, 
in his opinion, that the United 
States is doing more along avia- 
tion transportation lines than any 
other country, and while some 
European nations may surpass this 
country in the carrying of pas- 
sengers the total mileage covered 
on this side of the Atlantic is far 
greater. 

He does not believe the flights 
developed anything new, so far as 
military operations in the air are 
concerned. But he considers that 
no one could have witnessed the 
recent fleet review in which air- 
planes participated and fafi to ap- 
preciate the good use the Navy 
is making of the air service. 

To Visit Farm Station. 

The President ‘s anxious to see 
at first hand how “dry farming” Is 
carried on and accordingly is look- 
ing forward to his visit to Ard- 
more, SS. D., on July: 16, where 
there is a Government experiment 
station. 

The visit will give him also the 
Opportunity of seeing 10,000 farm- 
ers, as that number is expected to 
be present at a picnic. The Presi- 
dent does not intend to make an 
address. 

Dry farming is a method of rais- 
ing crops in regions of insufficient 
rainfali by subsoil plowing. This 
type of farming, it was said today 
at the executive offices, is entirely 
new to President Coolidge and he is 
eager to see what progress is being 
made. 

Milk-Fed Fishworms. 

Mr. Coolidge was presented yes- 
terday with a box of large milk fed 
worms by the Omaha chapter of 
the Izaak Walton League, whose 
spokesman recommended their use 
in the trout streams of the Black 
Hills.

against the National Challenge Cup 
Committee for the manner in 
which the committee handled his 
protest against the Newark Club 
in the cup competition last March. 

Agar’s appeal for vindication by 
the delegates fell upon unsympa- 
thetic ears and by a unanimous 
vote the delegates went on record 
as supporting the cup committee 
in éts decision. 

This rebuff, coupled with the 
decision of the delegates on the 
matter of eligibility of players par- 
ticipating in international games 
as representatives of the United 
States combined to make the day 
very unpleasant for Agar and the 
American Soccer League. The con- 
vention, in response to the vigorous 
appeal of George Healey of Detroit, 
adopted an amendment to the rules 
of the cup competition whicn 
specities now that any player rep- 
resenting the United States in an 
International game must be a 
“citizen or he must have declared 
his intention of becoming a 
citizen.’””’ The last means that he 
must have taken out. his first 
citizenship papers. This is a direct 
rebuke to several of the most pow- 
erful Eastern professional clubs 
who have in the past sought to 
utilize European stars in interna- 
tional games regardless of citizen- 
ship. 

Threat of Withdrawal Voiced. 

At the conciusion of yesterday’s 
meeting, which lasted from 9 a. m. 
until 6 p. m.. Agar, as the delegate 
of the American soccer League, 
expressed the opinion that profes- 
sional soccer, especially the Ameri- 
can League, was being roughly 
dealt with. “I seem to have re- 
ceived very little co-operatiqn.” 
said the Brooklyn owner. “And 
still, we (the professional leagues) 
are the life blood of the United 
States Football Association. I 
wonder how they would feel if we 
would withdraw from the cup com- 
petition. If we do, the U. S. F. 
A. will wither and die in two 
years.”’ 

Agar refused to coinment further 
on the possibilities of the Ameri- 
can League’s withdrawal from cup 
competition but many observers 
are under the impression that he 
has been instructed by his league 
to take a definite stand in this 
matter before leaving the conven- 
tion. The American League re- 
mained out of the competition in 
the season of 1924-25 and the re- 
sult proved so disastrous for the 
finances of the U. S. F. A. that the 
national body was hardly recovered 
even at this date. Whether St. 
Louis will align itself with the 
American League in such a with- 
drawal is problematical. 

Olympic Team Compctition. 

It was decided at yesterday's 
meeting that the 1928 Olympic 
Soccer team will be chosen by a 
process of elimination and will not 
be a selection of individual players. 
In other words, the team which 
survives a national Olympic soc- 
cer series, covering the entire 
country, will win the right to repre- 
sent the United States at Ant- 
werp. This plan was adopted at 
the request of the St. Louis Muni- 
cipal Athletic Association. 

President Andrew Brown’s re- 
port on the outcome of the meeting 
of the Federation International de 
Football Association at Helsing- 
fors. Finland recently was  ac- 
cepted by the delegates. The 
American delegation to Helsing- 
fors forestalled a move to oust the 
U. S. F. A. for an apparent breach 
of rules in the signings of Euro- 
pean players. In the future, Presi- 
dent Brown pointed out, an at- 
tempt will be made to abide by all- 
the transfer rules of the Interna- 
tional bedy. 


Through the efforts of George 
Healey of Detroit, former presi- 
dent of the U. S. F. A., a truce 
was affected last night between 
Thomas W. Cahill and Peter J. 
Peel of Chicago. The two have 
been in constant and bitter dis- 
agreement for the past four years.

The makeshift device for induc- 
ing the dogs to run was resorted to 
because of an injunction isiued 
yesterday restraining the Ram.na 
organization from employing the 
“rabbit” regularly in use. 

A makeshift starting gate also 
was employed. As a result there 
were complications in which the 
mechanical quarry was not in view, 
with resultant confusion among the 
greyhounds and some fighting.
